Douix co, 
are proofs inconteſtible of the imbecility of the 
meaſures of our heaven-horn miniſter and his worthy 
colleagues.

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Out of which, on the 1oth of February 1795, the 
numbers of the army, according to the beſt and moſt 
authentic information, was FivE THOUSAND! !! 
Thus, in the ſhort ſpace of five months, THIRTY- 
THREE THOUSAND of our fellow creatures, to ſay 
nothing of the Auſtrian ſlaves who have bit the duſt, 
and the women and children whofollowed the army, 
have been immclated at the ſhrine of folly, in the 
fruitleſs attempt to give a government to tue 
French people, reſtore tyranny, and protect the 
Dutch againſt their will!!! This is not all; for, to 
add to your misfortunes, near FOUR HUNDRED fail 
of Britiſh veſſels are ice-bound in the different ports 
of Holland,” and of conſequence, prizes to the 
French, who have now given liberty to the Bata- 
vians!!! Yes, theſe ſame ſans-culo!tes, theſe Bar- 
barcus Frenchmen as they are called, after conquer- 
ing Holland, —have left them to form ſuch a go- 
vernment for the.nſelves, as they conceive will be 
moſt for their happineſs. —Property they have every 
where reſpected !!! Over the dreadful ſcene of cala- 
mity, that has bef len our unhappy country men, the 
eye of the philoſopher muſt ſhed a ſilent tear; for 
alas! all tucir efforts to undeceive the deluded peo- 
ple of this unhappy nation have hitherto proved 
fruitlels ; led on by an enthuſiaſm for they know not 
whar, reaſon is baniſhed from their councils, expe- 
rience is of no avail, headlorg they ruſh to certain 
and incvitable ruin, regardleſs of the lives that are 
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continually falling the ſacrifice of their extravagant 
and delirious imagination. To men, indeed, who 
fit at home at their eaſe, in the comfortable enjoy- 
ment of all the luxuries of life, with places and 
penſions out of all calculation, paid by the in- 
duſtry of the people, to a certain great perſon- 
age, and a certain young gentleman, remarkable 
for their penchant for playing at ſoldiers, and to 
venal apoſtates, alarmifls, and agricultural ſecreta- 
ries. All theſe things may be very amuſing ; but 
like the frogs in the fable, you ſhould recollect, 
that although it may be ſport for them, it is 
death to you. 


The ſtriking” humanity of your miniſters, ſo very 
conſpicuous in all their actions, has more than once 
induced them to declare this to be a war of exter- 
mination. Good heavens! what, can men be 
found, coolly and deliberately to get up in the 
Houſe of Commons, at the cloſe of the eighteenth 
century, and modeſtly propoſe the extermination of 
TWENTV-sIx MILL1oNS of human beings, whoſe 
only crime has been to deſtroy a deſpotic tyranny, 
execute the tyrants, and reſume, that which is the 
unalienable right of all men breathing, LIBERTY?

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have been eſtabliſhed for the purpoſe of imploring

He muſt in- 
deed be a madman, who can doubt for a moment of 
the humanity of their intentions, they haye too great 
a veneration for their friend and ally, the all merciful 
CATHERINE, not to copy her example when occa- 
fion ſerves, Yet it may ſo happen, that without the 
privity or conſent of theſe pious, able, and diſinteręſted 
ſtateſmen, it may in reality become a war of exter- 
mination—of AvsSTRIAN, PRuUSSIAN, ENGLISH, 
SPANISH, GERMAN, and SARDINIAN Automatons, 
For of the miſerable groupes that theſe countries 
have vomited forth in their Quixotic cruſade 
againſt France, not an eighth part is now left to de- 
plore the loſs of their miſerable and devoted com- 
rades ; every where it has been the ſame. The re- 
turn above quoted is a melancholy confirmation of 
this aſſertion.— In the Weſt Indies, fatigue, ſickneſs, 
battle has ſo thinned your legions, that there was 
not, according to the laſt accounts from Jamaica, 
a ſufficient number of troops for the proteCtion of 
your Welt India iſlands, much leſs to maintain you 
in the poſſeſſion of:he French colonies —qand the

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next account from thence will in all probability be 
of the ſame nature as the laſt diſpatches from the 
army on the continent, 


Notwithſtanding all theſe misfortunes, misfor- 
tunes never to be repaired, for who can make ſa- 
tisfaction to the widowed mother and wretched or- 
phan for the loſs of the huſband and father whoſe 
preſervation formed their chief care and delight, 
whoſe induſtrious hands ſupplied them with their 
daily food, and enriched his country; you are till 
told you muſt not think of making peace, and what 
is the reaſon given? Why, forſooth that there is not 
ſuch a government in France as your di/intereſted 
rulers can condeſcend to treat with!!! Nay do not 
ſtart at the word diſinteręſted, for certainly nothing 
can have poſſibly exceeded the moderation of Mx. 
Prrr, in providing for his family and dependants, 
why they do not draw from the public pui ſe above 
EIGHTY THOUSAND pounds per ann. for all their 
eminent ſervices—notwithſtanding his own brother 
was firſt Lord of the Admiralty, and protected your 
commerce ſo well that you did not loſe above Two 
SH1Fs out of THREE of your merchantmen. I would, 
on this point, aſk you one ſerious queſtion, do you 
think that the French conduct all their mighty con- 
cerns by chance, that continual ſucceſs attends all 
their meaſures from accident? Or do you not ra- 
ther believe that they have a government that has 
given proofs of full maturity, of Herculean ſtrength 
and the moſt profound wiſdom ?—If ſo, it is folly to 

fay they have not a gavernment with whom you can 
Pl. treat 
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treat for peace, has not the AND Duke or Tus- 
CANY already treated with them for peace, was he not 
one of your allies? Indeed report ſtrongly indicates 
that your viriucus and /aiibful ally the KING oF 
PrussiA, has actually made peace with them!! 
The fact is that the preſent miniſters have, and 
they well know it, rendered themlelves ſo very ob- 
noxious to the French nation by their boyiſh and 
petulant invectives agaiaſt them, that they are both 
aſhamed and afraid of making any overtures let 
they ſhould be rejected, not becauſe the French are 
unwilling to make peace with THz PEOPLE OF ENG- 
LAND, but becauſe they would inſiſt upon other 
miniſters being employed in the negociation, this 
would deprive them of their places, and rather 
than that, to uſe the language of ſome of the 
orators of St. Stephens—PERISH OUR COMMERCE 
AND SACRIFICE MILLIONS!!! 


People of England It ſeems time you ſhould 
arouſe from your lethargy and contemplate the ſcene 
before you! cannot the miiſeries of your armies, 
ſent. to the ſlaughter like oxen to the butchery ?

And 
the EMpERoR of GERMANY, very modeſtly con- 
deſcends to accept of only s1x MILLIONS of mo- 
ney for giving you the precedence !!! as a loan 
indeed he ſays, but if he ſhould not pay, pray in 
what Court of Judicature are you to ſue him for 
the money? No doubt it is certainly very true, that 
theſe ſums thus honourably ſpent, and which make 
together the friſling ſum of TEN MILLIONS, would 
MAINTAIN AND CLOATH COMPORTABLY, ALL 
THE POOR PEOPLE OF ENGLAND; but then the 
immortal Son of Chatham, was born a miniſter ; he 
was made a ſtateſman in heaven, where he got his
